Senate Okay 
Of Trade Bill 
Due Tonight 


Sponsors Confident 
Of Conquering Any 
Crippling Versions 


WASHINGTON 1^ — The Senate 
begins voting today on President 
Eisenhower’s foreign trade bill 
with its sponsors confident they 
can beat any crippling amend­ 
ments. 
Final passage was ex­ 
pected by tonight. 
Eisenhower has called the bill 
one of the most vital in his 1955 
program and has said enlightened 
trade policies among free world 
nations can be the key to peace. 
Nevertheless, it met consider­ 
able opposition in Congress be­ 
cause of fears that any new tariff 
concessions would seriously harm 
certain American industries. 
The bill would extend the 21- 
year-old reciprocal trade law three 
more years, and give the chief 
executive new authority to cut tar­ 
iffs another 15 per cent in ex­ 
change for trade concessions from 
other nations. 
It passed the House after several 
narrow escapes on roll calls. In 
the Senate, the Finance Commit- 
tee worked eight weeks and finally 
came up with a version which ap­ 
pears to have averted an expected 
close floor fight. 
The committee’s version pre­ 
serves the key features of the 
President’s bill. It also gives the 
President some added authority to 
curb imports of specific products 
lf he decides they might affect 
national security.

House Group 
Upholds Planned 
Cutback In Army 
WASHINGTON (JI — A House 
Appropriations subcommittee has 
rejected a move aimed at avoiding 
a planned cut of 75,000 in Army 
strength during the coming fiscal 
year. 
Rep. Flood (D-Pal disclosed to­ 
day he had failed in an effort to 
get the subcommittee to add about 
750 million dollars to funds for the 
Army during the year starting 
July I. He told newsmen he would 
try again tomorrow when the full 
Appropriations Committee meets to 
consider a multibillion-dollar bill 
to finance the armed services. 
If necessary, he said, he will 
carry his fight to the House floor. 
The administration’s defense pol­ 
icy—based on greater reliance on 
air power and new weapons—con­ 
templates scaling down all of the 
armed services except the Air 
Force. Plans call for the Army to 
be down to 1,102,000 men by June 
30, 1956.

Ridgway, 
Army chief of staff, has opposed 
the Army cut, contending atomic 
age warfare calls for more, rather 
than fewer, fighting men. 
Flood paralleled Ridgway’s ar­ 
gument in saying “I cannot agree 
that atomic warfare presupposes 
the need for fewer ground troops.” 


John W. Powell, service station 
owner, won the Democratic nom­ 
ination for mayor of Wellsville in 
Tuesday’s primary, defeating El- 
mun L. Bern is, bus driver, by a 
vote of 444 to 133.

WASHINGTON (JI — President 
Eisenhower said today he has given 
all sorts of consideration to federal 
controls over distribution of Salk 
polio vaccine but still thinks the 
voluntary method is best. 
The President told a news con­ 
ference the government intends to 
see to it that no child ever goes 
without the vaccine because of in­ 
ability to pay for it. 


COLUMBIANA — A Lowellville 
man and wife were killed Monday 
night at 8 when their auto smashed 
into the side of a semi-trailer rig 
at the dangerous intersection of 
Routes 14 and 164, scene of five 
fatal accidents since October 1953. 
Ben Polis, 63, and Mrs. Flora 
Polis, 65, were pronounced dead 
on arrival at Salem City Hospital. 
Pedis, who was driving, suffered a 
skull fracture, broken right arm 
and shock, and his wife received a 
skull fracture. 
The State Highway Patrol at Sa­ 
lem said Polis, headed north on 
Route 164, failed to halt for a stop 
sign, and crashed into the left 
side of a tractor driven west on 
Route 14 by Ralph W. Peal, 38, of 
Charleston. 
Peal was treated at the hospital 
for cuts of the forehead and shock. 
Columbiana Village Solicitor Jack 
Kuhlman today said the village has 
been pressing for months for in­ 
stallation of a traffic light or blink­ 
er light at the intersection which 
lies at the edge of the village lim­ 
its, partly in Columbiana County. 
Kuhlman said Council ordered a 
letter sent to the State Highway 
Department more than a month ago 
requesting some sort of light, but 
no reply has been received. 
The solicitor said the village has 
even offered to bear the cost of 
installation if approval is received 
from the state. 
At last night’s meeting Council 


members added their names to a 
petition of over 570 signatures ask­ 
ing the state for a light. The peti­ 
tion was submitted by C h a r l e s 
Rohrer of Duquesne St., a member 
of the Columbiana County Traffic 
Safety Committee. 
The patrol pointed out the ac­ 
cident happened right on the Co- 
lumbiana-Mahoning County l i n e , 
but said the deaths were listed on 
the Columbiana County report. 
Columbiana County Coroner Er­ 
nest Sturgis said the deaths, which 
he listed as accidental, were in 
this county. He said the intersec­ 
tion is definitely a threat, and he 
plans to contact the State High­ 
way Department about it. 
Sturgis said the intersection is 
marked c l e a r l y , but a light is 
needed to provide additional pro­ 
tection, and to prevent drivers 
from misjudging the speed of oth­ 
er vehicles and attempting to cross 
Route 14. 
The double fatalities marked the 
sixth and seventh traffic deaths in 
the county this year, compared to 
IO this time last year. 
Polis’ 1951 coach was demolished 
and the left side of the tractor, 
owned by Carl Morris of Haines 
City, Fla., was damaged, officers 
said. 
Nicholas Maridakis of Ambridge 
was killed April 24 when a car in 
which he was a passenger hit an­ 
other auto at the intersection, in­ 
juring three. That death was listed 
with Mahoning County.

Children To School 
Police operated a shuttle service 
in radio cars today to haul school 
children to classes after a Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad Co. freight broke 
down in Klondyke, blocking cross­ 
ings from the state line to Little 
England. 
Patrolmen Ira Cunningham, Lou­ 
is Stutter and Robert Pyle oper­ 
ated cruisers to take the students 
across the tracks via an overhead 
b r i d g e that connects Michigan 
Ave. and Elizabeth St. 
Blamed on a broken drawbar or 
coupling, the train breakdown fi­ 
nally was repaired about IO a. rn.

Two incumbent Republican coun­ 
cilmen were defeated in Tuesday's 
primary, but the five others were 
renominated for places on the Nov. 
8 general election ballot, complete 
but unofficial returns showed to­ 
day. 
Robert G. Duncan of F i s h e r 
Park, now rounding out his second 
term as Fourth Ward representa­ 
tive, lost in a six-way race for 
three Council-at-large nominations 
and Wilbur J. Shaffer, serving his 
first term from the Third Ward, 
ran third in a field of four that 
was topped by William T. Kind of 
St. Clair Ave., coal company oper­ 
ator.

In a six-way contest in th e

at th.' Homer Laughlin China Co. 
Democrats settled two 
w a r d 
Council races, nominating Rob­ 
ert Owen, East End h a r d w a r e 
store operator, over Frank Hacka­ 
m ore millworker and 
appliance 
store operator, in the First, and 
Clinton R. See vers of Edgewood 
Ave., a decorator at Laughlin’s, in 
a four-man contest in the Fourth 
Ward. 
In the GOP council-at-large race, 
the other losers were James H. 
Kelly, a former First Ward coun­ 
cilman, and Harry Wilson, former 
member-at-large. 
Councilman S a m p l e ran far 
ahead of the field, with 1,524 votes. 
Second was Councilman Willshaw, 
with 1,!96, then Councilman Hales 
with 1,048. Wilson ran fourth, poll­ 
ing 953, followed by Duncan with 
868 and Kelly with 644. 
Councilman Orr, seeking a sec­ 
ond term in the Second w a r d , 
swamped his three opponents. He 
polled 405 to the 239 given the sec­ 
ond man, Frank J. Youst Jr. of 
Avondale St., a Crucible Steel Co. 
carpenter. Francis D. Cubberly, a 
potter and city March of Dimes 
chairman, was given 152 and Mich­ 
ael Carrato, a millworker and an 
unsuccessful candidate in 1953, fin­ 
ished fourth with 71. 
Councilman Kidder won easily in 
his bid for a second term GOP 
nomination in the First Ward. In 
second place was William (Chuck) 
Heasley, a Chambers Co. store em­ 
ploye, with 149. Ronald W. Peder­ 
son of Price St., a roll turner af 
Crucible, trailed closely with 145. 
Kind won the Third Ward GOF 
nomination with an unofficial 15- 
vote margin, polling 176 to the 161 
given James E. Lowe of Green 
Lane, a liner at Laughlin’s. Coun­ 
cilman Shaffer polled 126 votes and 
George F. Crossen of St. Cl a i r 
Ave., a master mechanic a n d 
welder, was given 29.

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Oil Terminal 
WiU Be Built 
At Wellsville 


Cleveland Company’s 
Representative Tells 
Councilmen Of Plans 


A representative of the Allied Oil 
Co. 
of Cleveland confirmed at 
Wellsville Council meeting Tues­ 
day night it intends to build its 
new river terminal on a tract in 
the lower end of the community. 
The project was announced April 
26 when the division of the Ash­ 
land Oil & Refining Co. of Ash- 
1 a n d, Ky., indicated Wellsville 
would get the shipping and storage 
facility. 
R. I. Lichtner said the concern 
has an option on the site at 21st St. 
at the south end of Nevada St. 
the former General Sand Co. prop­ 
erty. The land is owned by Peo­ 
ples Banking Sc Trust Co. of Mar­ 
ietta. 
Lichtner added the company has 
no definite date set to start build­ 
ing the terminal but that if all de­ 
tails are worked out satisfactorily, 
construction will possibly begin 
in July. It will be in operation four 
or five months later. 
Tentative plans call for a b o u t 
four storage tanks, Lichtner said. 
The terminal will serve Eastern 
Ohio industries. 
A No. 6 grade fuel oil, the type 
used to oil streets, will be kept at 
the terminal. The oil is not highly 
combustible such as gasoline or 
other distillate products of petrol­ 
eum, Lichtner said. 
Lichtner said the plant w o u l d 
employ about 12 regular 
me n . 
When asked how much taxes the 
city would gain, Lichtner said if 
figured on a $100,000 valuation, it 
would amount to between $1,500 
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Qty Has 8 ,7 5 4 Qualified 
Primary Vote Of 3,553 
Smallest Turnout Since ’45 


Only 3,553 of East Liverpool’s 
8,754 qualified voters went to the 
polls in Tuesday’s primaries, the 
smallest turnout for such an elec­ 
tion since 1945. 
But the vote still was 500 higher 
than pre-election estimates, thanks 
mainly to a heavy afternoon turn­ 
out encouraged by bright, s u n n y 
weather. 
Yesterday’s v o t e totaled 2,541 
Republicans and 1,012 Democrats. 
In the last municipal primaries in 
1953, 4,311 of 10,000 eligible voters 
went to the polls—3,323 Republi­ 
cans and 988 Democrats. 
Interest in a 3-mill school operatr 
ing levy helped swell the total two 


years ago. A Democratic mayoral­ 
ty contest helped that party’s vote 
yesterday, but only by 24. 
The vote in the 1951 primaries 
hit 4,297—3,249 Republicans a n d 
1,048 Democrats. In 1949, it was 
3,670; 1947, 4,458, and 1945, 3,418. 
The board started the official 
canvass of returns this morning at 
its office in the Courthouse at Lis­ 
bon, expecting to finish the job by 
tonight The figures will be certi­ 
fied to Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown at Columbus, Frank R. 
O’Hanlon, clerk, said.

Paul, Curry 
Defeated In 
GOF Contest 


Democratic Nominee 
Leadg Dopier By 255 
Ballote In Primary 


For the second consecutive mu­ 
nicipal election, East Liverpool will 
choose in November between E. 
Allan McKeever, Republican, and 
Arnold W. Devon, Democrat, for 
the mayor’s office. 
Mayor McKeever, rounding out 
his first term, and Devon, a three­ 
time city chief executive, won pri­ 
mary races easily Tuesday to gain 
Nov. 8 ballot places. 
In the 1953 general election, May­ 
or McKeever, then city auditor, de­ 
feated Devon, the incumbent may­ 
or, 3,209 to 3,398 — a 189-vote mar­ 
gin. 
Running well in all four wards, 
Mayor McKeever won renomina­ 
tion yesterday with 1,222 votes to 
854 given John W. Paul, former 
councilman-at-large, and the 553 
cast for J, E. Curry, president of 
the Board of Education. The count 
made his margin over Paul 368 
and his lead over Curry 669. 
Yesterday’s GOP primary also 
had a similar touch. Mayor Mc­ 
Keever defeated Paul in the 1953 
municipal primaries, also topping 
Bailiff O. Earl Greenawalt of Mu­ 
nicipal Court, former mayor. 
Devon won by a 255-vote margin 
over his opponent, Edward E. Dop­ 
ier, E. 6th St. jeweler and city 
incinerator superintendent in Dev­ 
on’s first term in 1944-45. In a 
comparatively small Democratic 
turnout of 1,012, Devon polled 615 
to 360 for Dopier. 
The total Republican vote wa# 
2,541, pushing the city’s overall 
turnout to 3,553, about 500 over the 
expected total. 
In the only other citywide con­ 
test — other than Council-at-large 
—City Auditor Harold J. Gallimore 
won renomination on the Repub­ 
lican ticket over Paul V. Baxter, 
a sign company operator and for­ 
mer councilman. The count showed 
1,792 for Gallimore and 825 for 
Baxter, a lead of 667. 
Both party’s nominees far Coun­ 
cil president, treasurer and solici­ 
tor were unopposed. 
In the GOP race, Mayor McKee­ 
ver carried all four wards. 
The count showed: First, Curry, 
114, McKeever, 197, and Paul, 162; 
Second, Curry, 147, McKeever, 439, 
and Paul, 333; Third, Curry, 102, 
McKeever, 239, and Paul, 167, and 
Fourth, Curry, 190, McKeever, 347, 
and Paul, 192. 
Devon also carried all four wards 
in his race against Dopier, includ­ 
ing a resounding victory in the 
Democratic First Ward, where both 
reside.

NEW YORK (JI—All that talk 
about 
American 
industry 
being 
over expanded—is it outdated al­ 
ready? 
Some top industrialists are say­ 
ing so today and called for further 
increases in the capacity of mills 
and factories to keep in step with 
the increased consumer demand 
they foresee. 
Just one year ago, it was fashion­ 
able in some circles to say that 
the great postwar spurt of building 
new plants and buying new equip­ 
ment had given the United States 
a production capacity well in ex­ 
cess of current civilian consumer 
demand. 
It would be quite some time, they 
said, before civilian demand—if un­ 
supported by an additional huge i 
defense production—would catch up 
and keep all those facilities busy. 
But now plans for future expan­ 
sion are being announced by the 
corporate leaders 
in 
many in­ 
dustries. 
The basic industry, steel, is a 
good example of this switch over 
in thinking. 
Between 1950 and 1954 it in­ 
creased its capacity by one fourth. 
Last year, the leaders in the in­ 
dustry were saying that present 
capacity of 124,300,000 tons a year 
should be enough for at least five 
years more. 
This week the nation’s steel mills 
are set to turn out 2,328,000 tons, 
according to the American Iron & 
Steel Institute. This would top the 
record set in March 1953. 
Today, at least five of the top 
men in the industry are on record 
as saying another round of build­ 
ing more mills and upgrading old 
equipment must be started. 
The reason: The steady increase 
in the nation’s population and— 
more importantly—the increase in 
the standard of living. Steelmen 
believe Americans will be buying 
more cars, more appliances, build­ 
ing more offices, stores and homes, 
more bridges, schools and high­ 
ways. 
Benjamin F. Fairless, in his 
swan song as he steps down from 


the chairmanship of the board of 
U. S. Steel, says his company to 
keep in step must add more than 
one million tons of new capacity 
each year. 
Eugene G. Grace, chairman of 
Bethlehem Steel, the nation’s sec­ 
ond largest producer, 
says his 
company should add eight million 
tons of capacity in the next IO 
years. 
E. T. Weir, chairman of National 
Steel, says the industry is using 
all of its first class equipment fri­ 
day and now faces the problem of 
further development. 
W. W. Sebald, president of Armco 
Steel, and Avery C. Adams, presi­ 
dent of Pittsburgh Steel, join in 
the call for another round of ex­ 
pansion. 
This expansion of basic steel pro­ 
duction capacity will be accom­ 
panied by upgrading of the facili­ 
ties for making finished products. 
The rapid development of new 
and better products in many in­ 
dustries has called for specialized 
steels. The jet age in aircraft, for 
example, demands new alloys. The 
metalworking industry is 
b u s y 
meeting the demand. 
Steelmen do not pretend, to be­ 
lieve that this week’s record out­ 
put pace will be repeated week 
after week for the rest of the year. 
They expect a lull to come along 
this summer as usual when many 
of their chief consumers close down 
for factory vacations or for model 
changeovers. 
But, a steel plant isn’t built in 
a day. The expansion they are 
talking of is to meet the needs of 
a rising standard of living two, 
five, IO years from today.

What's Wrong With Being Conformist? 


1\vo years ago. if anyone said 
i 
“ conformity!” most people wou ld 
wonder what he was talking ab ou t 
b ecau se in this cou ntry there is 
I 
no rigid con- 
f o r m i ty ex­ 
cept a m o n g 
teen - age gals , 
who mu st do 
as their class 
at school does 
even if it gives 
them a 
t a i l 
like a horse. 
Some propa­ 
gandists got to 
Geo rg e Sokoisky u sing the word, 
conformity, and made a sin of it. 
After aU, in some ways of life we 
all conform to patterns. We wear 
clothes which are fairly u niform, 
and advertising has tau ght u s to eat 
the same b reakfasts, althou gh I, 
the conservative, eat neither eggs 
nor cereils, preferring meat or fish 
to start the day. We, most of u s, 
stop at a red light and go when it 
is green. We pay ou r taxes, which 
we hate, and gru mb le almost in 
u nison. 


BUT WHAT THOSE, 
who most 
violently ob ject to conformity, re­ 
sent vehemently is the cu ltivation 
of a national ideal of life, namely, 
ou r people accepting the same con­ 
cepts or b eing oppressed or coerced 
into b elieving them. 
Yet, 
most of u s do conform 
ab ou t generalities or we 
shou ld 
have an anarchy. Most Americans 
b elieve that there is a God, a Di­ 
vine Intelligence, 
althou gh they 
can get into the fiercest kinds of 
argu ments as to what He is and 
how He is to b e worshipped. The 
fu ndamental remains, however. 
Nearly all of u s b elieve that ou rs 
is a good cou ntry, to which we try 
to b e loyal according to ou r lights. 
Again there arc vast and annoying 
differences of opinion as to how one 
can b e most effectively loyal to 
his cou ntry—b u t the need for loyal­ 
ty is not denied, and traitors are 
despised as u nworthy and indecent. 


MOST OF US b elieve in the fam­ 
ily and we shou ld like to see ou r 
own preserved throu gh life from 
b eginning to the end. We do not, 
some of u s, su cceed in that, per­ 
haps throu gh selfishness or inflexi­ 
b ility or ju st plain cu ssedness. Bu t 
the worst offenders speak well of 
tlie 
family 
althou gh 
they 
have 
made a mess of their own. 
We, in this cou ntry, are b ecom-

The retirement of Beniamin F. Fairless as 
b oard chairman of United States Steel Corp. has 
taken his friends b y su rprise.

Bu t it shou ld b e noted as something signifi­

Bu t no one ever claimed it was a logical or an 
efficient way to operate a corporate enterprise. 
A Ben Fairless stepping aside gracefu lly at 
65 to make way for tomorrow is vastly to b e 
preferred to a stu b b orn old-timer hanging on 
tenaciou sly u ntil forced opt b y a proxy b attle. 


ing somewhat confu sed ab ou t ou r 
economics b ecau se we live in a 
kind of mixed socialist-capitalist 
system. Two wars and a great de­ 
pression have made ou r economy 
to go into b y-ways. Nevertheless, 
most of u s b elieve in good old- 
fashioned capitalism, if we cou ld 
get a try at it again. Ho'vever, we 
shou ld not like to give u p any of 
the b enefits that come to u s from 
the give-aways, that is, when we 
get something for nothing. 
So we argu e over the economy 
and some are for this and some for 
that b u t on the whole, it is the 
details we qu arrel ab ou t, not the 
general principles. 


THE MARXISTS and Keynesians 
and similar theorists have made 
smaller headway in this cou ntry 
than might have b een expected see­ 
ing how mu ch effort has gone into 
their propaganda. 
Most Americans b elieve t h a t 
their Constitu tion is a great in­ 
stru ment of government, partic­ 
u larly as it protects ou r lib erties. 
Bu t we are all, in this land, law­ 
yers of variou s stages of amateu r­ 
ishness and each one of u s knows 
exactly 
w h a t the government 
shou ld do, the Congress pass on, 
and the Su preme Cou rt decide. 
That is why we are a free people. 
Let no one silence the citizen who 
wishes to air his views, as long as 
he keeps himself a free man. In 
the end, good sense generally pre­ 
vails althou gh it sometimes takes 
a long time to show good sense. 
What then 
is 
all 
this ou tcry 
against conformity? It wou ld seem 
that a minority of folks want most 
of u s to conform to their notions. 
They raised a storm ab ou t “b ook- 
b u rning” b u t they u se fou l means 
to kill b ooks in the m arket place; 
they raise an ou tcry against in­ 
formers for the government, b u t 
they form committees to inform 
each other ab ou t whom they love 
and hate. 


IN OTHER WORDS, instead of 
accepting the majority as the norm, 
they want a particu lar minority 
opinion to b e the norm. And they 
raise the cry 
of 
“ Conformity!” 
mu ch as a pickpocket shou ts, "Stop 
Thief!” 
Well, it i« all in a lifetime and 
if one lives long enou gh, the pro­ 
test against a pattern in one decade 
b ecomes the pattern of the next, as 
Benjamin Franklin wou ld say if 
he saw 
his fellow-pu b lishers 
in 
19 55 in long trou sers.

J. Edgar Hoover. Nichols said; 
“One of the tragedies of ou r era 
is the fact that it has b ecome nec­ 
essary to have a secu rity program. 
An even greater tragedy is fou nd 
in the tactics employed b y those 
who do not wish to face the facts. 
We are constantly impressed b y 
the fervor, for example, on the 
part of some to learn the sou rce of 
information on su b version, rather 
than to learn the tru th of su b ver­ 
sion.” 


NICHOLS 
CONTENDED t h a t

By my figu res, this b rings the 
FBI prob es of government work­ 
ers in the past few years u p to 
somewhere ab ou t 3 million—and 
it may ru n as high as 4 million. 
The Anti-Defamation

director, Henry Scl\u ltz, said that 
evening that his organization had 
learned that some 450 secu rity

THE RESOLUTION read in part 
as follows: 
“The General Assemb ly, . . . fu r­ 
ther desiring to secu re the partici­ 
pation of all peace-loving peoples, 
inclu ding the peoples of Spain, in 
the commu nity of nations, 
“ Recommends that if, within a 
reasonab le time, there is not estab ­ 
lished a government which derives 
its au thority from the consent of 
the governed, committed to respect 
freedom of speech, religion and as­ 
semb ly and to the prompt holding 
of an election in which the Spanish 
people, free from force and intimi­ 
dation and regardless of party, 
may express their will, the Secu r­ 
ity Cou ncil considers the adequ ate 
measu res to b o taken in order to 
remedy the situ ation: 
“ Recommends that all memb ers 
of the United Nations immediate­ 
ly recall from Madrid their am­ 
b assadors and ministers plenipo­ 
tentiary accredited there. 
“The general assemb ly fu rther 
recommends that the states mem­ 
b ers of the organization report to 
the secretary-general and to t h e 
next session of the Assemb ly what 
action they have taken in accord­ 
ance with this recommendation.”

roads. Both of these figu res are 
federal expenditu res.

The increase in cost to the fed­ 
eral taxpayer for all sorts of high­ 
ways and roads wou ld b e $1,325,-

The 27 Dem ocratic governors in the United 
States are being looked over closely this week 
as they attend the Washington convocation of 
governors called by President Eisenhower. 


It is traditional for Dem ocrats to look to 
their governors for presidential nominees. 


Woodrow Wilson, Jam es Cox, Alfred Smith. 
Franklin Roosevelt and Adlai Stevenson were 
governors 
before 
they 
becam e 
presidential 
nom inees. And it is no secret in politics that 
Frank Lausche of Ohio, Mennen W illiams of 
M ichigan and Averell Harriman of New York 
will be under careful scrutiny between now 
and 1956 with the sam e pattern in mind. 


In fact, Dem ocratic Chairman Butler wel­ 
com ed a chance to get them together in Wash­ 
ington for a discussion of the 1956 campaign, 
now in the warmup stage. 
Ohioans could offer a hint about Lausche. 
apropos of the warmup stage.

sent vehem ently is the cultivation 
of a national ideal of life, nam ely, 
our people accepting the sam e con­ 
cepts or being oppressed or coerced 
into believing them. 
Yet, 
m ost 
of us 
do 
conform 
about generalities or 
we 
should 
have an anarchy. Most Americans 
believe that there is a God, a Di­ 
vine 
Intelligence, 
although 
they 
can get into the fiercest kinds of 
arguments as to what He is and 
how He is to be worshipped. The 
fundamental rem ains, however. 
Nearly all of us believe that ours 
is a good country, to which we try 
to be loyal according to our lights. 
Again there are vast and annoying 
differences of opinion as to how one 
can be m ost effectively loyal to 
his country—but the need for loyal­ 
ty is not denied, and traitors are 
despised as unworthy and indecent. 


MOST OF US believe in the fam ­ 
ily and we should like to see our 
own preserved through life from 
beginning to the end. We do not, 
som e of us, succeed in that, per­ 
haps through selfishness or inflexi­ 
bility or just plain cussedness. But 
the worst offenders speak well of 
the 
fam ily 
although 
they 
have 
m ade a m ess of their own. 
We, in this country, are becom-

The 1955 Pulitzer Prize list has been pub­ 
lished. and the winners are accepting well de­ 
served congratulations. 
There should be more Pulitzer Prizes f o r 
Americans who have done distinguished work. 
The idea put into effect by the original Joseph 
Pulitzer has worked so well it should be broad­ 
ened. 


The sam e prestige that goes with a Pulitzer 
award 
to 
playwrights, 
novelists, 
historians, 
m usicians, poets and newspapermen should be 
shared by preachers, businessm en, industrial­ 
ists. teachers, doctors, lawyers, politicians and 
philanthropists. 
Americans should have a way to point out 
citizens of distinction in fields that held no 
interest for Joseph Pulitzer, or Alfred Nobel, 
the dynam ite maker, who also w^s a man of 
limited interests. 
They should be able to reward a politician, for 
exam ple, who has put principle above personal 
expediency, a law yer who has exceeded t h e 
highest ethics of his profession, a minister who 
has transcended the ordinary bounds of pas­ 
toral service. 
There should be prizes for unusual accom ­ 
plishm ent in all the things Americans do that 
add to the sum total of culture. ’Hiere should be 
as much incentive to do outstanding work for 
pride of perform ance as hope of gain. 
The United States would profit greatly by 
developing an aristocracy of accomplishment 
with a broader base than is possible under the 
term s laid down by Pulitzer and Nobel. Their 
prizes should remain but should be augmented 
by others, comparably publicized and thus be­ 
stowing comparable prestige. 


‘Capable Aim! Younger Hand?* 


The retirem ent of Beniam in F. Fairless as 
board chairman of United States Steel Corp. has 
taken his friends by surprise. They still can’t 
believe enough tim e has slipped away since he 
began a brilliant career in the world’s toughest 
industry to ring up 65 years against Fairless, 
too. 
But it should be noted as something signifi­ 
cant about the still-exDerimental practice of re­ 
tirem ent at 65 that Fairless was able to tell 
U. S. Steel stockholders he was surrendering 
the responsibilities of his job “ to capable and 
younger bands.” Fairless has not been taken by 
surprise. 
Here is one indisputable benefit of automatic 
retirem ent — that those affected by it cannot 
evade responsibility for making certain there 
will be “ capable and younger hands’* available 
when they are needed. It is a major reform 
in m anagem ent — an inevitable reform in cor­ 
porate m anagem ent. 
There always has been a certain dramatic 
value in the ability of oldsters to hang on in­ 
definitely and crowd out younger challengers. 
But no one ever claim ed it was a logical or an 
efficient way to operate a corporate enterprise. 
A Ben Fairless stepping aside gracefully at 
65 to make way for tomorrow is vastly to be 
preferred to a stubborn old-timer hanging on 
tenaciously until forced opt by a proxy battle.

THE MARXISTS and Keynesians

their propaganda. 
Most Americans believe t h a t 
their Constitution is a great in­ 
strument of governm ent, 
partic­ 
ularly as it protects our liberties. 
But we are all, in this land, law­ 
yers of various stages of am ateur­ 
ishness and each one of us knows 
exactly 
w h a t the 
government 
should do, the Congress pass on, 
and 
the Supreme Court decide. 
That is why we are a free people. 
Let no one silence the citizen who 
w ishes to air his view s, as long as 
he keeps him self a free man. In 
the end, good sense generally pre­ 
vails although it som etim es takes 
a long time to show good sense. 
What then 
is 
all 
this outcry 
against conformity? It would seem 
that a minority of folks want m ost 
of us to conform to their notions. 
They raised a storm about “book- 
burning” but they use foul m eans 
to kill books in the m arket place; 
they raise an outcry against in­ 
formers for the government, but 
they form com m ittees to inform 
each other about whom they love 
and hate. 


IN OTHER WORDS, instead of 
accepting the majority as the norm, 
they want a 
particular minority 
opinion to be the norm. And they 
raise the cry 
of 
"Conformity!” 
much as a pickpocket shouts, “Stop 
T hief!” 
Well, it '§ all in a lifetim e and 
if one lives long enough, the pro­ 
test against a pattern in one decade 
becom es the pattern of the next, as 
Benjamin Franklin would say if 
he saw 
his fellow-publishers 
in 
1955 in long trousers.

whip them in­ 
to s e a r i n g 
night m a r e s 
of stalking ter­ 
ror — though 
som e of these errors are stupid, 
unwitting and only rarely vicious. 
I write this knowing now that 
som e 400 out of the 2Vi million 
governm ent em ployes lived tragic 
months under suspicion and sus­ 
pension in 
the 
past 
few 
years 
though they were later found inno­ 
cent. Such tragedy is not easily 
forgotten or forgiven. 
The other night I listened to a 
great playwright com m it an intel­ 
lectual crim e which also is difficult 
to forget or forgive. 


WITH THE CALMNESS that is 
his strength. Robert E. Sherwood 
told a B ’nai B’rith Anti-Defamation 
League audience, while discussing 
our national security system , that; 
“ If our constitutional system is 
to be superseded by an acceptance 
of the kind of heartless, soulless, 
callous tyranny against which our 
ancestors have fought for centuries 
—on this continent and in the old 
world from whence we all cam e— 
then we had better yield to the 
Russian and Chinese Communists, 
whose methods we often seem to 
be imitating so sedulously and who 
are so much more efficient at this 
kind of oppression than we are.” 
He also got off a line which in­ 
sinuated that our national security 
program was reaching such a point 
that our “ national security might 
not be worth defending.” 
In view of what the other speak­ 
ers said. Sherwood seem ed suffer­ 
ing from subdued hysteria. 
One of those who followed Sher­ 
wood was Louis B. Nichols, as­ 
sistant to the director of the FBI, 
J. Edgar Hoover. Nichols said: 
“One of the tragedies of our era 
is the fact that it has becom e nec­ 
essary to have a security program. 
An even greater tragedy is found 
in the tactics employed by those 
who do not wish to face the facts. 
We are constantly im pressed by 
the fervor, for exam ple, on the 
part of some to learn the source of 
information on subversion, rather 
than to learn the truth of subver­ 
sion.” 


NICHOLS 
CONTENDED t h a t 
civil rights have been “ maintained 
because the investigative process 
identified our real enem ies 
and 
laid the groundwork for action in 
the American w ay.” 
He revealed that there were still 
22.663 m em bers of the Communist 
party—and incidentally they pub­ 
lish two dailies, several m agazines 
and a tabloid w eekly, all of which 


enjoy the Post Office s second class 
mailing privilege. 
The FBI executive disclosed that 
there were only 150 wire taps by 
the Bureau across 
the 
continent 
and in our territorial possessions— 
and each is authorized by the at­ 
torney general. Six attorneys gen­ 
eral, the late FDR, Harry Truman 
and President Eisenhower have all 
approved such taps. 
“ It is a real source of satisfac­ 
tion that in the past three ye^rs 
not a single lynching has been re­ 
corded in the U .S.,” Nichols as­ 
serted. 
“The effectiveness of our inves­ 
tigations 
and 
the 
growing 
con­ 
science of the country are best il­ 
lustrated by pointing out that in 
the preceding ten years 65 lynch­ 
ings occurred.” 


HE ALSO DISCLOSED that the 
FBI handled more than a million 
requests from 
other 
government 
agencies for subversive-type data 
—and 
investigated 
30,000 
appli­ 
cants for federal jobs. 
By m y figures, this brings the 
FBI probes of governm ent work­ 
ers in the past few years up to 
som ewhere about 3 million—and 
it m ay run as high as 4 million. 
The 
Anti-Defamation 
League’s 
director, Henry Schultz, said that 
evening that his organization had 
learned 
that 
som e 
450 
security 
cases had developed in Washington 
during the Truman and Eisenhow­ 
er administrations. And that 90 per 
cent of these were reinstated be­ 
cause they were innocent. 


THIS MEANS TO ME that some 
400 innocents out of 3 million had 
suffered but had gotten their jobs 
back. There is no real excuse for 
their sufferings 
and 
no 
worker 
should be suspended by a govern­ 
ment agency until found guilty. We 
will all fight for that. 
Certainly there is no real excuse 
for a great playwright to charge 
that we are often imitating Rus­ 
sian and Chinese Communists. That 
is hysteria.

U.N. Action On Spain Bars Red China

MADRID 
This is a place where they can 
enjoy a big laugh at the expense 
of the various statesm en of the 
world who lately have been pro­ 
claim ing 
that 
it doesn’t m at­ 
ter what kind 
of government

in 
Peiping — ad­ 
m ission to the 
United Nations 
s h o u l d 
b e 
granted, 
any­ 
how. 
Yet 
the 
records 
shows 
David Lawrence 
that a resolu­ 
tion by the United 
Nations As- | 
sem bly adopted Dec. 12, 1946, did 
assert that the form of govern­ 
m ent in a given country is a m at­ 
ter for approval or disapproval by 
the United Nations. 
The present government is, of 
course, 
in 
com plete 
control 
of 
every inch of Spanish territory, in­ 
cluding all offshore islands. If in­ 
ternational law 
and custom alone 
is 
the basis, Spain is entitled to 
admission into the United Nations, i 
There is another point, and that 
is whether an applicant govern- j 
m cnt is or is not “peace loving” 
or wnether its behavior constitutes 
a threat to peace. Spain has not 
m anifested any threats against any 
other nation and is “ peace loving” 
in every sense of the word. 
Then why isn’t the government 
of Spain admitted to the United 
Nations? The words of the 1946 
resolution set forth the qualifica­ 
tions for Spain’s admission. 


THE RESOLUTION read in part 
as follows: 
‘"Hie General Assem bly, . . . fur- 
I 
ther desiring to secure the partici­ 
pation of all peace-loving peoples, I 
including the peoples of Spain, in 
the community of nations, 
“ Recom m ends that if, within a 
reasonable tim e, there is not estab­ 
lished a governm ent which derives 
its authority from the consent of 
the governed, com m itted to respect 
freedom of speech, religion and as­ 
sem bly and to the prompt holding 
of an election in which the Spanish 
people, free from force and intimi­ 
dation 
and 
regardless of party, 
m ay express their will, the Secur­ 
ity Council considers the adequate 
m easures to be taken in order to 
rem edy the situation; 
“ Recom m ends that all m em bers 
of the United Nations im m ediate­ 
ly recall from Madrid their am ­ 
bassadors and m inisters plenipo­ 
tentiary accredited there. 
“The general assem bly further 
recom m ends that the states m em ­ 
bers of the organization report to 
the secretary-general and to t h e 
next session of the Assem bly what 
action they have taken in accord­ 
ance with this recom m endation.” 


T H 
E 
FOREGOING 
sounds j 
strangely 
unlike 
t h e 
speeches 
which British spokesm en, for ex­ 
am ple, have been making in the 
United States lately telling audi­ 
ences that it isn ’t a matter of ap­ 
prove1 or disapproval of a par­ 
ticular governm ent when adm is­ 
sion to the United Nations or even 
diplom atic recognition is involved. 
Indeed between Novem ber 1936 
and May 1939 fifty-three govern­ 
m ents of the world, including Great 
Britain, the United States 
a n d 
France extended diplomatic recog­ 
nition to the present government 
of Spain, and not one expressed 
any reservation or allegation that 
the Spanish governm ent was not 
independent or free. 
Today, however, if the resolu­ 
tion of 1946 by the United Nations 
m eans 
anything, 
it 
m eans 
that 


recognition 
m ust 
be 
withdrawn 
from the Soviet Union and the gov­ 
ernment at Peiping, or at least that 
am bassadors m ust be recalled. 
Certainly the resolution means 
also that the United Nations con­ 
siders itself responsible for t h e 
establishm ent of free governments 
through free elections. 
But everybody knows today that 
the United Nations doesn’t practice 
what it has preached. In fact, prob­ 
ably most of the m em bers who i 
voted for the 1946 resolution would 
like to see it expunged from the 
records because it contains a very 
troublesome precedent. 


IF THE PRINCIPLE is to be 
buried and governments like those 
at Moscow and Peiping are to be 
accepted as worthy m em bers here­ 
after, then what possible excuse is 


there any longer for refusing to ad­ 
m it the government of Spain? 
It so happens that the Spaniards 
are not knocking at the door of 
the United Nations. They still re­ 
m em ber the unkind action of 1946, 
and they do not care to apply for 
admission to a club from which 
they have been blackballed.

can 
get 
along 
without 
m em bership in the United Nations, 
but the big question is, how long 
can the m em bers of the United 
Nations rem ain guilty of hypocrisy 
and inconsistency by arguing so 
fervently nowadays for adm ission 
of Red China which just recently 
was declared to be an “ aggres­ 
sor” ?

Gore Offers Highway Plan

Apparently the attack by Sen. 
Byrd on the highway building pro­ 
gram 
proposed 
by 
Gen. 
Clay’s 
com m ittee was a mortal blow. No 
one 
suggests 
that 
this 
strange 
combination of deceptive financing 
and 
wholesale 
federal spending 
has a chance for 
passage 
this 
year or in the future. 
This offers the Dem ocratic m a­ 
jority in Congress an opportunity 
to press for a program of its own. 
and Sen. Gore seem s to be the 
sponsor for such a plan. The Gore 
bill was passed by the subcom­ 
m ittee and it is likely that the full 
Senate Public Works Committee 
will send the m easure to the Sen­ 
ate floor this week. 
The best that can be said for 
the Gore plan is that is not quite 
so bad as the Clay program. Both, 
however, would impose a new and 
excessive charge upon the budget 
and probably destroy the chance 
for the next few years to bring 
about a balance between receipts 
and expenditures. 
In considering either plan, the 
citizen must note the distinction 
between expenditures for “inter­ 
state” 
highways 
and 
“ primary, 
secondary and urban” roads. It 
seem s to be assum ed in both plans 
that “interstate” roads are t h e 
major responsibility of the federal 
governm ent, which under the Clay 
plan wrould provide 60 per cent of 
the cost and under the Gore plan, 
75 per cent. For “ primary, sec­ 
ondary and urban” roads, there is 
the old formula for 50-50 federal- 
state matching. 
Gore would spend IV2 billion dol­ 
lars a year for five years, com ­ 
pared with 175 million now, on “in­ 
terstate” 
highways. 
He 
would 
spend 1.1 billion dollars on “ pri­ 
m ary, 
secondary 
and 
urban” 
roads. Both of these figures are 
federal expenditures. 
The 
states 
would spend, in addition. 500 m il­ 
lion on the former and 1.1 billion 
on the latter. 
The increase in cost to the fed­ 
eral taxpayer for all sorts of high­ 
ways and roads would be $1,325,- 
000,000 on “interstate” highways 
and 475 million on “primary, sec­ 
ondary and urban” roads or a total 
additional burden on the federal 
budget of 1.8 billion dollars. But 
the Gore bill would add I cent to 
the federal gasoline tax, which it 
is estim ated would bring in 6*6 
million dollars. Thus, there would 
be required from other taxes 1.15 
billion dollars. 
Byrd’s solution to the highway 
building problem, which he offer­ 
ed when he criticized the C l a y 
plan, would, be to repeal the fed­ 
eral g a so li^ tax entirely, which 
would perm it the states to add 2 


cents to their own gasoline tax. 
They could then have upwards of 
a billion dollars additional for their 
own building. Byrd would also con­ 
tinue m atching at present, with an 
annual federal outlay of 535 mil­ 
lion. 
The Gore plan would also push 
the federal governm ent farther in­ 
to the regulation of highways be­ 
cause it would im pose a federal 
weight lim it upon vehicles using 
highways and roads built in part 
with federal money. 
The m ost serious feature of the 
Gore plan is that instead of mov­ 
ing toward 
giving 
back 
to the 
states their lost sources of taxa­ 
tion, it would push the federal gov­ 
ernm ent further in the direction it 
has been going for m any years. 
The President’s Commission in 
Intergovernm ental R e l a t i o n s , 
which has a report not yet made 
public on this subject and which 
was created to try to stop the en­ 
croachment of the federal govern­ 
m ent on the states, is ignored by 
both the G ay and Gore plans. It 
is beginning to seem that the Pres­ 
ident and Congress have utterly 
abandoned 
this 
com m ission, 
as 
well as'th e Hoover group.

Now nature m akes the TV 
“ spectacular” the Broadway super production 
and all pageants and cerem onials of man seem 
bush-league. It is a tough tim e for man to feel 
vain or even competent. The hillsides shout,

in leaf and bud. The story is of the life ever­ 
lasting, of which no man has ever tired. The 
colum nist who thinks there are more important 
things to write about is a poor judge of values.

THE GOLDEN FORSYTHIA p u t s on the 
lights. Field and stream play the organ. In the 
first pink of the apple blossom is the Christ­ 
m as star. In the delicate green of the willow 
are the altar cloths and cerem onial vestm ents. 
Only the evergreen has stood sentinel beside 
the tomb, and now it gives way to the Resur­ 
rection as the covenant of unending faith is 
written in bud and bloom. Through the garden 
breezes com es the m agic of “Thy holy hills and 
dwelling places.” Here are the Cathedral re­ 
splendent, the stage m ajestic, the Gospel, the 
drama and the Epistle triumphant!

Only Mild Voter Interest 
Stirred In Ohio Primaries 


COLUMBUS, Ohio CP — Primary 
elections in 52 Ohio counties yester­ 
day stirred only mild interest in 
most 
locations. 
Columbus 
and 
Elyria were among those reporting 
strong voter interest. 
Many voters ignored the privilege 
of deciding if their money should 
be spent on various bond issues. 
Light voting generally was report­ 
ed despite warm weather. 
One village held its first primary 
election. At Warren, a high school 
football coach was nominated as 
candidate for mayor. In Elmwood 
Place near Cincinnati, only 15 per 
cent of eligible Democrats cast 
ballots. 
A lady whipped three men to win 
the Democratic 
nomination 
for 
mayor at Barberton. And at Green­ 
ville in Darke County, Democrats 
were tied in their choice for mayor, 
giving 228 votes to each man in 
the unofficial count. 
There were 45 communities hold­ 
ing Republican and Democratic 
primaries at the same time where 
the two parties had more than one 
candidate from which to choose. 
Other areas had only one party 
problems, like Greenville. 
At Columbus, officials reported a 
moderately heavy vote to select 
mayoral candidates. Incumbent M. 
E. Sensenbrenner, lone Democrat 
in a Republican-controlled council, 
scored 21,844 votes in the unofficial 
tally while his Republican rival,

Army Experiments 
With Ice Subtvays 
In Greenland 
WASHINGTON W -T he Army Is 
experimenting with subways dug 
into the ice as a means of travel 
across Greenland’s eternal arctic 
icecap. 
If the experiment is a success, 
presumably there would be a net­ 
work of subways through the 700,- 
000 square miles of ice, dozens of 
feet deep. 
Experimental tunnels and cor­ 
ridors have been maintained by 
the Army several years. One goes 
down to a depth of more than 150 
feet. 
An advance party of 240 men 
left Ft. Belvoir, Va., recently to 
conduct additional tests and ex­ 
periments to see if subway net­ 
works would allow defense forces 
on strategic Greenland to move 
about under the icecap instead of 
trying to overcome virtually im­ 
possible arctic surface conditions. 
First a trench will be plowed 25 
feet deep and 12 feet wide. This 
will be covered with frozen blocks 
of snow to make a subway. 
One objective of the expedition 
will be to chart paths for the sub­ 
way system and to build experi­ 
mental roads and airfields on the 
snow surface at various important 
points.

Liquor By Drink 
Proposal May Be 
Submitted Again 
CHARLESTON (4*5 — A resolution 
proposing the sale of liquor by the 
drink may be re-submitted to the 
special session of the Legislature. 
This was indicated by two mem­ 
bers of the House who sponsored 
a measure in the 1955 regular ses­ 
sion proposing that the issue be 
submitted to the voters in the 1956 
election. 
The Charleston Daily Mail quoted 
the sponsors, Dels. J. E. Watson 
(D-Marion> and Fumich (D-Mon- 
ongalia), 
that 
they 
would 
try 
again. 
Under the plan, revenues would 
be earm arked for school purposes, 
and counties would have local op­ 
tion on such sales. 
The resolution which failed of 
passage at the regular session had 
no local option provision. It mus­ 
tered SO votes in the 100-member 
House, or 17 fewer than the nec­ 
essary two-thirds majority.

Nam.

vealed this current American po­ 
sition, local and provincial Viet­ 
namese leaders flocked to Saigon 
for a special congress called by 
Prem ier Ngo I)inh Diem to act 
on 
the 
National 
Revolutionary 
Committee’s demand for the ou­ 
ster of chief of state Bao Dai, 
the ex-emperor of Annam. 
From his luxurious villa on the 
French 
Riviera, 
Bao 
Dai 
de­ 
nounced the congress—or "states 
general"—as illegal. 
The American position was said 
to be that because of South Viet 
Nam’s political immaturity, the 
stabilizing influence of a monar­ 
chy with only limited powers is 
needed 
to 
give 
continuity 
and 
avoid chaos. 
The sources said that should lo­ 
cal 
sentiment * prove 
so 
great 
against Bao Dai, his son Bao Long 
or some other member of the for­ 
mer royal house could be desig­ 
nated ruler with tightly circum­ 
scribed powers. 
Bao Dai, now 42, succeeded to 
the throne of the central Viet Nam 
kingdom of Annam rn 1926. A pup­ 
pet first of the French and then 
of the Japanese during the occu­ 
pation, he abdicated at the end of 
the war and became a "supreme 
councilor" in the postwar revolu­ 
tionary government of Communist 
Ho Chi Minh. 
Early in 1946 he fled to Hong 
Kong and lived in exile there or 
on the French Riviera. The French 
brought him back in 1949 to be 
chief of state for Viet Nam. He 
went to France in April 1954 and 
hasn’t been back to Saigon since. 
Sentiment against the playboy 
ex-Emperor increased in Saigon to­ 
day.

Big Qty Democrats Seen 
Holding Farm Vote Power 


WASHINGTON (JV-Northern big- 
city Democrats with large numbers 
of consumer constituents appeared 
to hold the balance of power today 
as the House neared a showdown 
on farm price supports. 
It was a repeat performance of 
last year’s farm battle, save that 
the House this time is being asked 
to reverse last year’s administra­ 
tion victory establishing a program 
of flexible price supports on basic 
crops. 
Both sides concentrated their at­ 
tention on the consumer and mem­ 
bers from large city districts in 
the debate preceding a final vote 
scheduled for late today. Demo­ 
crats generally supported the bill; 
Republicans were mostly lined up 
against it. 
Before the House was a bill 
which would scrap the administra­ 
tion program of supports ranging 
from 82*6 to 90 per cent of parity, 


and substitute for it a program of 
rigid supports at 90 per cent of 
parity in effect until this year. 
Parity is a legal standard de­ 
signed to afford the farm er a fair 
return on his crops in relation to 
his costs. 
To assertions that farm income 
was down 22 per cent since 1951, 
Republican Leader Martin of Mas­ 
sachusetts replied that “ these de­ 
pressing conditions all come about 
while price supports were rigidly 
pegged at 90 per cent of parity.” 
Rep. Cooley (D-NC), chairman 
of the House Agriculture Commit­ 
tee, said it is not true that farm 
state members are in “ some kind 
of a vicious coalition” with or- 
gaized labor. 
Cooley hotly rejected suggestions 
that farm leaders plan to repay 
organized labor for its support by 
voting later for an increase in the 
federal minimum wage.

The 38-year-old former political 
big shot in the community made 
notorious by racketeers has been 
on trial since April 18 for the kill­ 
ing of A. L. Patterson, the man 
who vowed to clean up vice in 
Phenix City. 
The 12-man jury tot* the case 
late yesterday afternoon and de­ 
liberated 
hours before retiring 
for the night, to resume this morn­ 
ing at whatever time the jurors 
chose. 
Prosecutor Cecil Deason asked 
for the death penalty in his clos­ 
ing argument yesterday. He de­ 
clared the evidence “demands” it. 
The jury is the sole judge of the 
punishment for murder in Ala 
bam a. 
Deason and defense attorneys 
George Rogers and Drew Redden 
took 5% hours to review the testi­ 
mony and argue the case.# 
The prosecutor insisted the state 
had “more than met the burden” 
of proving “beyond a reasonable” 
doubt that Ferrell and ex-Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Albert Fuller mur­ 
dered the Democratic nominee for 
attorney general June 18. 
Fuller has a l r e a d y been sen­ 
tenced to life in prison for the 
slaying. A third defendant, former 
Atty. Gen. Si Garrett, is in a 
mental institution in Galveston, 
Tex., and has not been tried. 
Rogers and Redden argued that 
the prosecution failed to make out 
a case. They ridiculed state’s wit­

The race at Churchill Downs Sat­ 
urday could develop into a tense 
riding duel between the “million 
dollar jockeys” — Eddie Arcaro of 
Nashua and Erie Guerin aboard 
Summer Tan. 
Between them the two veteran 
saddlesmiths have accounted f o r 
$2,038,880 in stake purses over the 
last 16 months. Although compara­ 
tive figures are unavailable it is be­ 
lieved to be a record haul for two 
riders over such a short stretch of 
time. 
In 1954 Arcaro won 29 stakes with 
18 different horses over ll race 
tracks in 7 states. The winning 
owners received $896,190. Based 
on the usual IO per cent a rider 
gets for winning a stake, Arcaro 
last year came close to earning 
$90,000 for 29 rides. 
Guerin took down 21 stakes with 
12 different horses over 8 tracks 
in 5 states in 1954. Winning owners 
received $692,445 for these victor­ 
ies. 
Guerin has the jump on Arcaro. 
By winning eight stakes 
t h i s 
spring, Guerin has won $231,445 for 
owners of four horses. Arcaro has 
earned $218,800 in purses with three 
stake wins this year. 
However, Arcaro has been run­

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$200 Sought 
For Use Of CD 
At Wellsville 


Councilman Doubts 
Value Of Program 
But Chief Sees Need 


Fire Chief Robert W. Lewis, Civil 
Defense director, asked Wellsville 
Council Tuesday night for $200 to 
help operate the CD program and 
it was referred to the finance com­ 
mittee. 
Chief Lewis said the money is 
needed to pay instructors and pur­ 
chase identification bands a n d 
stickers for automobiles. He told 
Council he has paid for a first aid 
instructor out of his own pocket. 
Councilman J. Frederick Russell 
asked Chief Lewis of what value 
CD is to the city. 
Chief Lewis replied that it is 
“ just like the police, fire and wa­ 
ter departments — it doesn’t do 
any good until needed.” 
He explained that if there is a 
war Wellsville could be very easily 
hit with bombs although it is no 
steel or atomic power c e n t e r . 
Wellsville is located in the center 
of such target areas, however, he 
explained. 
Chief Lewis said he was unable 
to obtain a first aid instructor from 
the Red Cross. Instructions in first 
aid are given a group of air raid 
wardens each Friday night in the 
health room at the high school. 
Instructors qualified to teach first 
aid pay to take courses themselves 
and want reimbursed, he said. 
None of the money will go for any 
kind of uniforms, helmets or guns, 
he said. 
Chief Lewis told Council it would 
take him all night to discuss why 
a city needs CD. Councilman Gal­ 
en Lewis said he realized how bad­ 
ly CD is needed after s e e i n g 
bombed civilians overseas. T h e 
m atter ended there. 
Legislation allowing a $75 annual 
clothing allowance for the police 
chief, patrolmen and fire c h i e f 
was placed on first reading. 
The ordinance committee was or­ 
dered to prepare legislation to put 
a 0.9-mill levy for street lighting 
on the Nov. 8 ballot. The present 
levy expires in 1956.* 
Councilman Lewis asked t h a t 
Commerce St. below 18th St. be 
oiled and the m atter was referred 
to Safety-Service Director William 
S. Robinson. Councilman L e w i s 
said he had received complaints of 
dust. 
Councilman 
Allen 
C. 
Baldwin 
said he also received complaints of 
dust but more concerning when 
white lines will be painted on the 
streets. 
Robinson said both the oiling and 
painting have been delayed due to 
wet weather. 
Mayor William J. Shoub’s report 
for April showed $987.39 collected 
in fines and fees. The traffic book 
totaled $201.70. 
Jerome Gitschier asked Council 
what could be ddhe to keep the 
Chamber of Commerce from erect­ 
ing a “welcome” sign across the 
road from his home at the en­ 
trance of the Wells Hollow Rd. 
Gitschier said the sign would ob­ 
struct his view and lower the value 
of his property. 
Atty. William Bush, secretary of 
the Chamber, was present in the 
audience and told Council the group 
would not install the sign until fur­ 
ther investigation. 
Council then adopted a motion 
requesting the Chamber not to 
erect any sign that would harm 
any property owner. 
Letters were received from Wal­ 
ter, Woody St Heimerdinger of Cin­ 
cinnati and Arthurs, Lestrange & 
Co. of Pittsburgh, both b o n d i n g 
firms, asking Council to be noti­ 
fied when it is ready to sell bonds 
to finance the proposed sewage 
disposal plant.

Road Project 
Ready May 12 


104 Jobs Planned On 
174 Miles In County 


LISBON — Weather permitting, 
Charles Snyder, county engineer, 
hopes to start May 12 on the coun­ 
ty’s annual road program of 104 
projects totaling 174.25 miles. 
The Ohio Tar & Asphalt Co. of 
Canton has the contract on a low 
bid of $173,083 to supply and dis­ 
tribute the blacktop m a t e r i a l 
throughout the 18 townships and 
small villages. 
Some 39.7 miles will be treated 
with asphaltic oil, 94.1 miles will 
get surface treatm ent and 
40.45 
miles will receive bituminous mix. 
Each year since 1938, c o u n t y 
commissioners and the 
engineer 
have held meetings with the 18 
Boards of Township Trustees and 
outlined a yearly program with the 
result that 184 miles of blacktop 
road has been developed on the 
township system, along with t h e 
general maintenance work of the 
145 miles of road comprising the 
county highway system. 
On 
this kind of a program, 
the townships provide the aggre­ 
gate for their respective projects 
in stock piles available for t h e 
county maintenance forces doing 
the work. 
The County provides the neces­ 
sary asphalt, labor and equipment 
for this program as a co-operative 
measure with the townships to pro­ 
duce a higher type township road 
system in Columbiana county, ac­ 
cording to W. A. Hunston, presi­ 
dent of the commissioners. 
The engineer’s estimate for the 
bituminous m aterial and distribu­ 
tion was $178,856.65. In 
bidding, 
Max J. Zeller, Inc., of Columbus 
asked $174,660.07, and Ohio Tar & 
Asphalt, $173,083.15. 
Because of the extent of t h e 
program it is expected the work 
will last through October.

Midland Toll* 
Charge Ended 


But Phone Rates To 
Be Raised For Some 


Midland customers of the Bell 
Telephone Co. no longer will have 
to pay a 15-cent toll charge to call 
the Rochester exchange but the 
monthly flat rates for some sub­ 
scribers will be higher. 
The Pennsylvania Public Utility 
Commission approved the changes, 
effective May 15 when the Roches­ 
ter exchange will be converted to 
direct long distance dialing. It will 
be known as SPruce. 
Only customers on the Mission 
exchange in the Midland area will 
be affected by the rate boost. The 
company said there are some 2.800 
phones. The boost will cost Mid­ 
land subscribers an estimated $4,- 
500 yearly because the addition of 
12.300 non-toll numbers on the R o 
chester-Beaver exchange puts them 
in a higher rate exchange. 
The commission estimated cus­ 
tomers will save some $15,000 an­ 
nually with the elimination of the 
toll charge between the exchanges. 
The only change in residential 
rates will be for private lines, 
which will be boosted from $3.50 
to $3.75 monthly. There will be no 
change in 2-party, 4-party a n d 
multi-party residential phones, the 
company said. The rates are $3 
and $2.50, respectively. 
The rates for private business 
phones will be increased from $6 
to $6.75 monthly while 2-party busi­ 
ness phones will go from $4.75 to 


$5.25 and 4-party lines from $4.25 
to $4.75. 
The IO per cent federal tax must 
be added to all the rates, the com­ 
pany added.
